Tbs Spaclal Working Group of tha Interdepartmental Coordinating 
Comlttaa on Berlin reports below the substantive decisions which the 
Group has taken during the period from Its f Croatian, August 10, 1961 
through its fourth seating c o August 29, 1961*

1, Approved the amended paper on Covert Pro p aga n da and Political 
Action Plana In Connection with the Berlin Crisis dated August 18, 

1961, This paper describee the five principal tasks to be undertaken 
through black and grey assets. In brief thee# are (1) explaining the 
c owamnls t threat to Berlin to noa-ccasnunlst audiences outside Geroany, 
(2) inducing opposition to Kfcroachav** aggressive plana in neutral 
nations, (3; alerting populations inside tha Sino-Soviet Bloc to tha 
threat of war and arousing resistance; (4) encouraging opposition to 
Khruschev*e plana among communist sypathlsers out aide the bloc and 
(5) encouraging support among anti-communist audiences everywhere. 

The paper identifies the principal assets, the principal approaches to 
bo used, and lists the main theses to be used for each task, 

2* Approved the proposal to improve radio end television broad- 
casts to East Geroany by extending covert support to Vast Berlin and 
West Garoan radio and television stations to asks the Bast Osmans 
sware of the support which exists for then in other areas of the world. 
This activity would complement and net compete with the activities of 
BIAS, It will be closely coordinated In the field with USIA. 

3* Approved the plans for the 1961 trip to Geroany of the Radio 
Free Europe Fund (formerly Crusade for Freedom). This is an a nn u al 
affair which this year is scheduled for September 29 through October 8, 
There are 40 Americans associated with the fund raising campaign 
invited to participate, A side trip to Berlin on October 4, 1961 *as 
approved ae planned to be In a low key, with the proviso that
